Summary

Millions of birds breeding in Alaska.
‘Most species stay offshore in the non-breeding season.

A few species, notably, gulls, tern, and cormorants go to
shore in the winter.

* Additional species should be considered for sampling
particularly if species primarily in marine waters are
considered at risk.
